landles complaints from Corsicana. There 
is no local office. After first trying without 
success to locate the company from which 
«>u ordered your merchandise, Action 
Line checked with that office to see what 
else could be done. 


The BBB said their files show the 


company to be one of four small mail order 
outlets in various cities around the country 
which actually form one business. Com- 
plaints from all four companies, however, 
go through an office in Hicksville, N.Y. 


A BBB spokeswoman said they would 


only handle your complaint from you 
personally when presented in writing. She 
suggested, therefore, that you do the 
tallowing: 


Write the Waco Better Business Bureau 


a letter of complaint. Include a photocopy 
of your canceled check (NOT the actual 
check.) State in the letter what'you or- 
dered and when and ask for an ad- 
justment, either in cash or in mer- 
chandise. She also said that if you had ever 
srdered merchandise from the company in 
ihe past, to check that package for your 
account number. Every order is assigned 
one, and that will speed up the process if 
you have such a number. 


The BBB will then \contact the main 


office of the company and see that your 
complaint is handled as fast as possible.

A recent article in your paper said the 


Texas Supreme Court has ruled that a 
landowner must prove that 51 per cent of 
his total income is earned from fanning or 
ranching in order to claim the agricultural 
tax exemption provided by law. What 
taxes are ad valorem? How do you get the 
exemption? 


Ad valorem taxes are property taxes 


derived after the value of your property is 
assessed and are usually based on some 
percentage of $100 increments of that 
value. State property taxes, city, school 
and special district (such as water) taxes 
are the ones most often levied using the ad 
valorem system. 


Direct ad valorem taxes, by com- 


parison, to other forms of taxation, ac- 
count for the smallest portion of the state 
taxes collected, only a penny and a half of 
every tax dollar netted by the state in 1972. 


Neither Navarro County nor the Dawson 


school district, where you live, normally 
offers an agricultural tax exemption. 
Becky Neeley, tax collector for the 
Dawson school district, said that she has 
never received a request for such an 
exemption and threfore the sc'hool board 
has never set a policy for those exemp- 
tions. A check with her at Dawson High 
School can provide you with further in- 
formation about plans for offering such an 
exemption in the future. 


Jerry Scott, Navarro County's tax 


assessor-collector, said he has never 
granted such an exemption because 
county valuations for farmland seldom 
exceed $20 an acre. Scott said, however, 
that he had the necessary forms should 
you want to apply. 


Scott said the intention of such an 


exemption was to provide farmers who 
own land close to a city or town, where 
such land is assessed according to its 
commercial value, with a tax break if the 
farmer derives his income from that land. 


Both the Corsicana school district and 


the Mildred school district offer such 
exemptions, Scott noted, and if you have 
property in those districts you might want 
to che ?k with the appropriate tax assessor- 
collectors there for the needed forms. 


I have a question about the local YMCA. 


I am a member in California and visiting 
here. A friend wbo lives here and I went 
down to the Y to shoot some baskets in the 
gym. We paid our $2 daily fee, but then a Y 
employe told us we couldn't use the 
basketball court. There was no one on the 
court. Why can't we play, basketball on a 
daily basis? Why wasn't I given my $2 fee 
back? (The man told me I'd have to go 
before the board of directors to get 
anything done.) 


Kenneth Reynolds, activities director at 


the Y, said the reason you were not 
allowed to play basketball any longer was 
because you did not show a Y membership 
card to prove that you were a member 
elsewhere. 


"A membership in the Y is good 


anywhere in the United States," Reynolds 
said, "but we need to see that membership 
card to know that you're a member. 
Otherwise, our facilities would be open to 
anyone who claimed to be a member 
somewhere else." 


The reason, Reynolds said, you were not 


refunded the $2 daily fee, which has been 
eliminated for everyone but out of town 
members who are visiting, is because you 
had already played on the court for an 
hour before as,ked to show your mem- 
bership card, Keynolds said.

No, these trucks are subject to the same 


traffic laws that everybody else is, and 
Raymond 
Lewis, 
maintenance con-

drivers drive within the speed limit. 


"Our policy," Lewis says, "is that 


they're on the streets, they're not to speed, 
and if they do, they're liable for a ticket 
just as much as anyone else."

want to report violators to the police, he 
can call Lewis with either the license plate 
number or the vehicle identification 
number from the side of the truck and,

School surplus $.5 million?

The Corsicana school district 


apparently has more than a half 
million dollars in surplus funds 
on 
hand, 
trustees 
learned 


yesterday, but were also told 
that much of that money will be 
needed to meet rising costs next 
year. 


The 
district's 
Business 


Manager, Euin Frank, told the 
board during a called session 
that the audit report, received 
at 
the 
November 
board 


meeting, shows $509,000 
in 


surplus funds. Some $230,000 of 
that money was on hand at the 
close of the fiscal year Aug. 31, 
Frank noted, but that balance 
has nearly doubled since that 
time. 


But Frank said it was not 


clear the $509,000 figure in- 
cludes taxes levied but not yet 
collected. 


TRUSTEES SPENT $6,100 of 


that money outright, committed 
themselves to another $16,291 
and were told to expect an 
additional $65,000 to go for 
automatic salary increases next 
year. 


One expenditure came at the 


request 
of 
district 
band 


directors. The band program 
budget was increaseed 
from 


$4,500 to $10,000 this year to 
allow the purchase of additional 
instruments for the high school 
and the middle schools. That 
increase 
was 
passed 


unanimously, 
with 
board 


members all expressing sup- 
port of the band programs. The 
directors had appeared at last 
Monday's board meeting to 
present their request for ad- 
ditional funds. 


Trustees also decided to 


spend $600 for electrical wiring 
to accommodate two computer 
learning terminals for State 
Home 
students 
attending 


Corsicana schools. The ter- 
minals, funded entirely with 
state money, will be installed at 
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Sam Houston Elementary and 
Drane Middle School but will be 
available only for use by the 160 
State Home students attending 
local schools. 


Those 
students 
pay 
the 


district tuition to attend classes 
here and the local district 
receives 
average 
daily 
at- 


tendance units for them, Maco 
Stewart noted to the board. By 
terms of the grant installing the 
devices, only the students from 
the State Home can use the 
facility. 


Wiring for the terminals and 


for an air conditioning system 
furnished with the terminals 
must be paid for outside the 
grant funds, School Supt. Joe 
Lindsey explained. 


THE TERMINALS will allow 


those students to study subjects 
such as math, language and 
reading at their own rate, 
taking tests which are scored 
instantly. The terminals will 
also provide a printout of the 
test results to teachers. 


On a 4-2 vote, trustees decided 


to commit the district to a 
$13,000 
expenditure 
toward 


installing 
some 
$47,000 
in 


lighting and sound equipment at 
Schools okay 


use of land 
for marker 


School 
trustees 
yesterday 


cleared the way for a historical 
marker to be placed at the old 
Jackson High School site by 
voting unanimously to allow use 
of some land at that site for such 
a marker. 


Board member Albert San- 


ders said he relayed that 
request 
on 
behalf 
of 
the 


Navarro 
County 
Historical 


Society. Plans by that group, he 
said, call for fencing off a small 
area surrounding the large tree 
which stands near what was 
once the main entrance to the 
school. 


Sanders estimated the group 


would use between 25 and 30 
square feet of land surrounding 
the tree. The board worded its 
motion "... to allow reasonable 
use of land" in order to allow 
the group flexibility in making 
their plans. 


When built, the area will 


extend from E. Fifth Ave. to the 
large tree, where a marker 
commemorating the former all- 
black high school will be 
displayed. 
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the CHS auditorium. The city's 
Bicentennial Committee had 
requested last Monday that the 
board consider 
adding 
the 


equipment after the Navarro 
Community 
Foundation 
in- 


dicated interest in the project. 


Don Bowen, general chair- 


man of the Bicentennial effort, 
told trustees that day that the 
Foundation had asked the board 
for a show of good faith in In- 
stalling the equipment. 


OPPOSING THE expenditure 


were members Ed Blackburn 
and 
Dr. James Curington. 


Blackburn said he had received 
a 
call 
asking 
that 
the 


auditorium not be the first 
priority of the board when other 
programs needed the money 
worse. 


"We need to get window 


shades for some classrooms, we 
need band equipment, termite 
extermination, a lot of main- 
tainance work done and cur- 
tains in the Drane auditorium," 
Blackburn said. "I think these 
things are more important than 
the auditorium equipment." 


In supporting the motion, 


board president Maco Stewart 
noted the two ways of looking at 
the issue. 


"If you look at it from a 


business standpoint, we'd be 
spending $13,000 to get $47,000 in 
equipment," Stewart said. "But 
from another standpoint, there 
are things we need more." 


Mrs. Blake Gillen, who also 


voted in favor of the 
im- 


provements, said it was not an 
"either-or" question but rather 
one of getting both. 


"I FEEL LIKE this is an 


opportunity to upgrade our 
auditorium," she said, "but not 
if we have to downgrade other 
programs. I will vote for it, but 
not at the risk of turning down 
other programs." 


Dr. Curington said he sup- 


ported some offer of good faith, 
but not so large an offer. 


The board has no guarantee 


that the Foundation will con- 
sider the $13,000, Stewart noted. 
Bowen last Monday noted that 
the history of the Foundation 
has been to match expenditures 
dollar for dollar. The $13,000 
offered actually involves $10,000 
in surplus funds and $3,000 from 
an existing Auditorium Fund. 


The board also committed 


themselves to a $3,000-plus 
expenditure for new stage and 
auditorium drapes at Drane 
Middle School, but not until they 
learn why one of the only two 
bids received was twice that of 
the other. Concerned that one 
might be much superior to the 
other, the board directed Frank 
to investigate and see if the 
money could be better spent on 
the higher quality drapes. 


PROFESSIONAL 
SALAR- 


IES, the board was told, will 
automatically increase about 
$100,000 next year due to the 
new 
state 
law 
regarding 


teacher salaries. Clerical and 
maintainance 
salaries 
will 


account for another $25,000 


increase, it was estimated, due 
to the increases in minimum 
wage. 


The local district will have to 


come up with some $40,000 of 
that professional salary in- 
crease and all of the $25,000, 
which means that $65,000 of the 
surplus is already earmarked 
for next year, Frank told the 
board. 


The average increase ex- 


pected next year works out to 
$400 per teacher per year, 
Lindsey said. 


Three houses on East 9th Ave.

Court delays decision 
on voter re-registration 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A' 


three-judge federal court has 
delayed until Dec. 6 a final de- 
cision on whether to prohibit 
the mailing of voter re-registra- 
tion forms to Texas voters. 


The court said Tuesday it 


would continue a temporary in- 
junction blocking the mailing 
until it conducts a hearing on a 
permanent injunction Dec. 6. 
The court said, however, the in- 
junction would be void if the U. 
S. Justice Department approves 
the new Texas law authorizing 
the re-registration procedure in 
the next two weeks. 


The Texas Civil Liberties Un- 


ion filed the suit to block the 
mailing of new registration 
forms to voters until the Jus- 
tice Department has approved 
or disapproved the new law. 


Secretary 
of State Mark 


White formally submitted the 
registration law to the U. S. 
Department of Justice, as re- 
quired by the federal voting 
rights act, on Oct. 29. That was 
the day the TCLU filed its suit. 


David Richards, TCLU law- 


yer, told reporters the main 
reason for filing the suit "was 
to get their attention."

Traffic plan recommends 
safety changes for kids

(Editor's note: This is the 


fourth in a series on recom- 
mended changes in the Cor- 
sicana traffic control system.) 


Corsicana needs to scrap 


most of what it is now doing and 
start anew in providing safe 
school 
routes 
for 
young 


students, 
according to 
the 


"Traffic 
Engineering Plan" 


prepared for the city by Traffic 
Engineers Inc. of Houston. 


The $7,400, state-funded in- 


spection of Corsicana streets 
makes 
53 recommendations 


regarding school safety, in- 
cluding the suggestion that the 
city spend $52,080 to lay about 
two miles of sidewalks to get the 
elementary school children out 
of the streets. 


The high number of recom- 


mendations comes from the fact 
that many of the suggestions 
are similar for the different 
schools, being cited more than 
once to indicate needed changes 
at specific locations. 


THE 
BASIC 
suggestion 


regarding the schools is that the 
existing traffic signs should be 
removed 
to 
allow 
proper 


signing to be erected. This 
would allow the city to correct 
the 
"considerable 
lack 
of 


uniformity 
of 
installation 


procedures 
and 
placement" 


regarding the school controls. 
Included among the current, 


non-uniform school signs are 
ones saying: 
"Slow School 


Zone," "School Crossing," "18 
MPH School Zone," 
"Slow 


School," "Slow 20 MPH" and 
"School Crossing, Stop When 
Occupied." 


The 
engineers 
suggest 


removing these signs, which are 
also "generally 
deteriorated 


and mounted extremely low," 
and 
replacing 
them 
with 


uniform school warning signs 
and signs reducing speeds to 20 
miles per hour. 


Another suggestion for the 


school zones is that the reduced 
speeds only be effective during 
specific hours of the school day. 


The report suggests, 
and 


engineer 
John 
Hudson 


reiterated at a Monday meeting 
with city officials, that "When 
school speed zone hours are 
directly related to hours when 
pedestrians 
are 
actually 


present, compliance by drivers 
is much more readily attained 
and respected." 


The 
study 
suggests 
the 


reduced speed from 7:30 to 8:30 
each morning and from 24 p.m. 


ONE SUGGESTION of the 


study has already been com- 
plied with, City Manager Dick 
Ballenger said Monday. The 
city no longer uses portable 
traffic 
control signals 
("a 


hazard to the drivers as well as 
pedestrians") in the roadways. 


The sidewalk 
construction 


proposal, 
Community 


Development Plan money could 
foot 
the 
$50,000 
bill, 
was 


recommended in conjunction 
with the institution of a safe 
school route planning program. 


Under such a program, the 


students and their 
parents 


would be told the safest way to 
walk 
to 
their 
elementary 


schools. But many of these 
proposed "safest" routes do not 
currently 
have 
sidewalks, 


putting the youngsters in busy 
streets until the problem is 
corrected. 


The report suggests six blocks 


of sidewalk along 31st St. to 
funnel the students to Lee; five 
blocks of sidewalk along N. 
Beaton to make travel to 
Fannin safer; six blocks of 
sidewalk along 13th Ave. to join 
the existing sidewalk in the 
Travis area; 
six blocks of 


sidewalk along 24th St. and 
additional sidewalks on Beverly 
and Bowie Dr. for students 
going to Bowie; and nine blocks 
of sidewalk, mainly on 4th Ave. 
and 20th St., to get students to 
Houston safer. 


The report notes that while 


many 
accidents 
involving 


school 
children 
cannot 
be 


prevented 
simply 
through 


actions of the city, "City of- 
ficials should be the leaders in 
an effort to prevent these ac- 
cidents."

Nixon will 
testify on 
spy activity 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer President Richard M. Nix- 
on says he is willing to testify 
in the Senate intelligence com- 
mittee's continuing investiga- 
tion of spy agency activities, al- 
though he says he will reserve 
the right to claim executive 
privilege. 


A committee spokesman said 


Tuesday night that Nixon has 
told the panel he will testify on 
all subjects within its jurisdic- 
tion, including such subjects as 
covert operations against for- 
eign goverments and CIA do- 
mestic spying. 


"Nixon has decided he wants

Strong winds fan 
California flames 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Fierce winds swirled flames 
across more than 68,500 acres 
of brushland in two separate 
fires near Los Angeles early to- 
day, threatening at least 100 
homes and forcing evacuation 
of more than 600 persons. 


The Mt. Baldy fire 35 miles 


east of downtown Los Angeles 
spread over about 10,000 acres 
in a few hours late Tuesday as 
50-mile-an-hour winds off the 
deserts raked the slopes. Two 
ranger stations and four penal 
camps were abandoned as the 
blaze grew to 23,000 acres, 
making it the second biggest 
brush fire in the nation this 
year. 


Meanwhile, the biggest, a fire 


twice that size, flared up again 
in spots in the Big Tujunga 
Canyon on the northeast edge 
of Los Angeles and forced resi- 
dents to flee several homes. 
Fire has already destroyed at 
least 20 homes and damaged 30 
others there. 


Firemen on both fronts de- 


clared the new flare-ups con- 
tained, meaning fire lines were 
established, but the fires were 
not yet under control. The San- 
ta Ana wind conditions — hot, 
strong and dry — subsided ear- 
ly today, aiding abatement ef- 
forts. 


There were no new reports of 


injuries or property damage. 


Weather forecasters said they 


expect a break in the wind con- 
ditions today, but fire fighters 


aren't sure what effect it will 
have. 


"If the wind turns around on 


us, all the unprotected flanks 
we'd thought were safe will be 
in danger," said one Forest 
Service spokesman. "It could 
be a whole new ball game." 


Most of the firemen on the 


line early this morning were 
saying they expect to be on the 
slopes for Thanksgiving in any 
case. 


About 50 men and more than 


200 teen-agers held in county 
work camps were bused to jails 
and juvenile facilities as flames 
roared within several yards of 
their barbed-wire fences. 


As the wind rose at sundown, 


flames which had been hiding 
in smoldering embers leaped to 
life in scattered areas through- 
out both fires. Most of the 
people ordered to abandon their 
homes refused. 


"Most of the people don't 


want to leave. They want to 
stay and fight," said a San 
Demas sheriff's spokesman. 
"There are better than 80 cab- 
ins in both forks of the San 
Dimas Canyon, and there are 
people in maybe 20 of them. 
We've warned them three times 
how to leave."
